in itself, is all the 
more interesting to the citizens of 
Ru shv ille, who hav e been anx iou s to 
hear something of how ou r popu lar 
y ou ng minister was faring on his trip 
to the Holy Land. 
Mr. 
McConnell 
does not say where he will be at this 
time, bu t ju dg ing from his itenerary 
he is now in Jeru salem. 
The letter 
reads as follow s: 


Mu sical Parlor of the “ Tebe” , 
March 26 , 19 04. 
To the Editor of the Repu blican: 
I think if I had not promised to 
w rite a letter to the Repu blican, it 
wou ld hav e been impossible to find 
time enou g h, bu t since I hav e prom­ 
ised, I sha ll try and send a few notes 
to rev eal my whereabou ts to my many 
Ru shv ille friends. 
I am ju st now on 
the “ Tebe” , an Italian steamer, on 
my way from Naples to Alex andria. 
We sailed u nder Crete y esterday ev en­ 
ing , bu t too far away to disting u ish 
any thing , 
and ou r captain, a v ery 
jov ial old Ita lia n, has promised to pu t 
u s into Alex andria, Su nday morning , 
when this letter w ill be mailed, and 
he has also said that we will be in 
time for church. 
We certainly hav e been hig hly fav ­ 
ored in reg ard to weather, for it has 
been most delig htfu l and the beau ti­ 
fu l blu e sea “ as lev el as a hoard.” 
The captain told u s that this was the 
first time since Nov ember that he had 
not had a storm, and then lau g hing he 
said, “ It was sav ing u p for nex t 
tim e” as he had ov er IOO passeng ers, 
who were g oing to the conv ention, 
whom he had to land at Joppa, a v ery 
difficu lt harbor. 
Ou r party with one other person, 
fu rnish the only first class passeng ers 
for this v oy ag e ov er. 
We had qu ite a 
larg e nu mber to g et off at Messina. 
We passed the Scilla and Cary bd is, of 
which Homer and V irg il sang , at day ­ 
break, and entered the pictu resqu e and 
charming S trait of Messina. 
I do not 
know when I ev er ex perienced a more 
delig htfu l v iew, than as we sailed u p 
the harbor and watched the v erdant 
mou ntains ex tricate themselv es from 
the mist u nder the mellow lig ht of the 
rising su n. 
It was su j>erb. 
There is 
a soft g randeu r abou t the Italian scen­ 
ery which can nev er he credibly des­ 
cribed, hu t to ev ery dou bting Thomas, 
seeing is believ ing . 
Messina has an almost natu ral har­ 
bor, in the shape of a sickle, and in 
steam 
traffic 
does 
more 
bu siness 
than any city in Italy . 
It has one of 
the best harbors in the world. 
The 
town itself ranks nex t in size to Paler­ 
mo, on the northwestern shore of Sic­ 
ily , and has ov er 8 0,000 inhabitants. 
It was an u nex pected pleasu re to u s 
to set foot on Sicilian soil, as the boat 
was to take on carg o. 
We^were liber­ 
ated for abou t fou r hou rs. 
So we 
were not slow in g oing on shore au d 
hireing a small boat 
for a franc 
apiece, and we were soon doing this 
old historic town of Measina. 
Bu t while the bu ilding s are su b­ 
stantial and not 
had form, y et dis­ 
tance lends enchantment, for the filth 
and dirt is frig htfu l. 
We were ju st in time to see the g oat 
herders driv ing their flocks throu g h 
the streets and cry ing “ fresh m ilk” 
ami when any body wanted any , they 
brou g ht ou t their pitcher and the 
herder sat down to the nearest g oat 
and g ot his su pply . 
In this way the 
bu y er was alway s su re of fresh milk. 
This sort of it milk wag on is qu ite a 
sav ing institu tion, as they do not hav e 
to keep the milk on ice. 
As we passed by some doors the 
families wou ld be at breakfast and a 
c h i c k e n cou p in one corner of the same 
room, with the little clu cks ru nning 
abou t the floor, and a cou ple of g oats 
in the other. 
These flocks were thick 
in ev ery street and the sanitary condi­ 
tions can easily be imag ined. 
We 


walked down the principle street, the 
Corso Imanu ele, and took special no­ 
tice of the cu stoms and manners of the 
people, and to ou r g reat delig ht, and 
to their credit let it be said, there was 
no beg g ing . 
The people were ty pical and nativ e, 
and it was a g reat pleasme to be able 
to see them as they are. 
In Naples 
and ev en Rome, there are su ch throng s 
of beg g ars and thiev es—and y on mig ht 
pu t the cab men in the same class— 
that it is almost impossible to g o abou t 
with any deg ree of comfort or pleas­ 
u re, 
Messina has had a wonderfu l history 
and has had many and g reat person­ 
ag es to walk her streets. 
She was 
taken and destroy ed by the g reat Car- 
thag enian g eneral, Hamilco, rebu ilt 
by Dy onesiu s, of Sy racu se,. 
He had 
part in the Sy racu sian war. 
H anni­ 
bal was there and took her famou s 
castle 
and here beg an the “ F irst 
Pu nic W ar,” of which almost ev ery 
latin stu dent has the pleasu re (?) of 
reading . 
The Cathedral, the Univ ersity , the 
Du omo and the Campo Santo In tu rn 
claimed ou r attention, hu t su ch has 
been the v icissitu des and ex perience of 
this little city , that little or nothing 
of what is ancient and historic re­ 
mains. 
Bu t she has a marv elou s his­ 
tory and we consider it qu ite an honor 
to walk in the streets, ev en thou g h 
she has little that is attractiv e to an 
American.

The following is taken from a Con­ 
nersv ille paper of recent date: 
Mr. James M. Felts, representing the 
American Sand-Lime Brick Company , 
of Chicag o, is in Connersv ille consu lt­ 
ing w ith sev eral of ou r capitalists 
concerning the location of a plant to 
manu factu re sand-lime brick. 
The brick is made from sand and 
lime and so rapid is the process of 
manu factu re that bricks made one day 
are hardened su fficiently to be ready 
for market tile nex t day . 
The brick 
is hard and smooth, resembling v ery 
mu ch the best qu ality of pressed brick. 
It is said the sand to be obtained here 
is u nsu rpassed for the pu rpose of m an­ 
u factu ring the sand lime brick. 
The proposition has been made that 
thw people here fu rnish the bu ilding 
and location and ail m aterial for ru n­ 
ning the plant su ch as sand, lime, 
ooal, oil, 
etc. 
When he bu ilding s 
are ready the Sand-Lime Brick Com­ 
pany will su pply all machinery neces­ 
sary to tu rn ou t 20,000 bricks ]>er day . 
Samples of the brick hav e been on 
ex hibition here and their beau ty and 
du rability hig hly spoken of. 
It is 
v ery probable an org anization will be 
perfected to g o into the manu factu re 
of sand-lime brick in this city . 
Mr. Felts was asked abou t the fore­ 
g oing , and said that the prospects for 
locating a plant at Connersv ille were 
g ood. 
When asked abou t Ru shv ille, 
Mr. Felts said no effort was being 
made to pu t a plant in here, and that 
he thou g ht that there was no sand or 
other su itable 
material here for a 
plant of that kind.

St. Petersbu rg , April 1 9 .—St. Peters­ 
bu rg is flooded with ru mors from 
all 
directions reg arding the plans of the 
Japanese now that the Ru ssian fleet 
at Port Arthu r is u nable long er to 
menace their troop transports. 
In a dispatch from Port Arthu r Su n­ 
day last twenty was g iv en as the nu m­ 
ber of Japanese transports reported as 
hav ing been sig hted steaming in the 
direction of Yinkow. the seaport of 
New Chwang . Officials of the g eneral 
staff, while hav ing no Information in 
this respect, wou ld not be su rprised 
if the nu mber shou ld tu rn ou t to be 
correct, or ev en that a larg er nu mber 
Is steaming there. 
They anticipated 
this mov ement at the time of the 
breaking ou t of the war, bu t the activ ­ 
ity of Vice Admiral Makaroff’s fleet 
and the larg e army in the v icinity of 
New Chwang imposed cau tion and, it 
is believ ed, made the Japanese aban­ 
don, or at least postpone it, and cau sed 
them to continu e their adv ance toward 
Manchu ria throu g h Korea and consid­ 
er disembarkation and a flank mov e­ 
ment at Taku shan. 
Vice Admiral Tog o’s immense su ­ 
periority enables him to hold the Ru s­ 
sian squ adron in Port Arthu r and Jap­ 
anese transports therefore can safely 
pass throu g h the straits of Pectin and 
attempt to land at the head of the 
g u lf of Liao Tu ng , u nder the g u ns of 
the warships, as did General Shafter’s 
army at Daiqu iri, Cu ba. If this shou ld 
su cceed the Japanese will be in an ex ­ 
cellent position to ex ecu te a flank 
mov ement on Liao Y’ang or cu t off Port 
Arthu r. 
General Ku ropatkin recently inspect 
ed New Chwang . 
He is familiar with 
the strateg ic position there and dis 
posed a strong force to contest a Jap 
aneae mov e at that point, and if su ch 
a mov e is made It is believ ed he will 
be able to check it. 
Prince Hilkiff, minister of railroads, 
left St. Petersbu rg last nig ht for irk 
u tsk, where he will su perv ise the com­ 
pletion of the railroad arou nd Lake 
Baikal and ex pedite the dispatch of 
troops and su pplies to Manchu ria. 


R O U T E D I H E MINORITY 


Effort to Obstruct Legislation Came 
to Naught. 
Washing ton, April 19 .—The hou se 
passed the last of the su pply bills of 
the g ov ernment, the g eneral deficiency 
appropriation measu re, after a stormy 
session which lasted till 8 :15 last ev en­ 
ing . The contest was a party one ov er 
the deficiency appropriation for pen­ 
sions. which the Democrats tried In­ 
effectiv ely to amend by incorporating 
as a law the recent ex ecu tiv e ag e dis­ 
ability pension order. 
An effort was 
made by Mr. Moon of Tennessee to se­ 
cu re a y ea and nay v ote on his amend­ 
ment as to his ag e disability order, 
bu t the speaker refu sed to recog nize 
him. 
On a pro forma motion to 
re­ 
commit the bill, the Democrats, an­ 
g ered by the speaker’s refu sal to rec­ 
og nize Mr. Moon, secu red a roll call, 
bu t after the v ote had been taken all 
fu rther opposition ceased and the bill 
was passed. 
Late in the afternoon 
Mr. Hitt offered his Chinese ex clu sion 
bill, 
introdu ced 
separately 
as 
an 
amendment to the special deficiency 
bill, and It was accepted withou t ob­ 
jection. Sev eral bills were passed ear­ 
ly in the day u nder su spension of the 
ru les. 
The senate continu ed consideration 
of the su iffiry civ il appropriation bill, 
bu t did not conclu de it. 
A nu mber of 
other bills were passed du ring the 
day , 
inclu ding 
measu res 
ratify ing 
ag reement* with the Indians of the 
Dev il’* I^ake, Rosebu d and Flat Head 
reserv ations.

“The total number 
of deaths from all causes in the whole 
state was 3,860, a rate of 18.1 to the 
1,000. Thi» is a higher rate by .7 than 
in February, and also 4.3 higher than 
in the corresponding month last year. 
Of the total deaths, 586 were infants 
under one year of age, and 1,049 were 
persons sixty-five and over. 
Deaths 
by certain important cause» were as 
follows: 
Tuberculosis, 532; 
typhoid 
fever, 55; diphtheria, 25; scarlet fe­ 
ver, 32; measles, 46; whooping cough, 
11; pneumonia, 758; diarrhoeal dis­ 
eases, 38; cerebro spinal meningitis, 
67; influenza. 153; puerperal fever, 
614; cancer, 9 9 ; violence, 141; small­ 
pox, 3.“ 
Measles caused more deaths 
than diphtheria, and the amount of 
pneumonia was frightful, there being 
over 9 ,000 cases and nearly 1,000 
deaths.

UNEXPECTED SHUT-DOWN 


McCoy’s Bank Goes Into Voluntary 
Liquidation. 
Rensselaer, Ind., April 19 .—A notice 
was posted on the front door of A. Mc­ 
Coy & 
Co.*8 bank that it was perma­ 
nently closed, and that It would go 
into liquidation. 
A. McCoy & Co. is 
the oldest banking firm in this county. 
The bank is a private concern, owned 
by Alfred and Thomas J. McCoy. 
Al­ 
fred McCoy made a fortune in this 
country in livestock raising and farm­ 
ing. and is still in that business to a 
great extent. 
Alfred and Thomas to­ 
gether own nearly 3,500 acres of val­ 
uable land in the county. Alfred Mc­ 
Coy has been sick for several months, 
and has been unable to give much at­ 
tention to the bank. Several days ago 
Thomas J. McCoy was taken suddenly 
and seriously ill with appendicitis, 
and the result is still a matter of grave 
apprehension. 
The bank was organized in 1854. and 
by the last statement had a capital of 
$50,000; deposits, $250,000; with loans 
and discounts, $225,000. 
While it is confidently asserted by 
friends of the McCoys that the liquid­ 
ation of the bank is due entirely to the 
serious illness of the proprietors, and 
that all claims will be met in full, still 
there are grave apprehensions by de­ 
positors, possibly because the shut­ 
down was sudden and unexpected.
